1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  and  School  District  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

BUSINESS  MEETING  TO  BE  HELD  ON  SATURDAY  THE  SIXTEENTH  DAY  OF 
MARCH  1W6  AT  TEN  O'CLOCK  IN  THE  MORNING 

2.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  toward  the  acceptance  of  the  reports  of  the  Town 
Officers  as  printed  in  the  Town  report. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen,  in  case  of  disaster,  to  apply  for, 
contract  for ,  receive  and  expend  Federal  Funds  for  disaster  relief 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the 
Town,  gifts,  legacies,  and  donations  made  to  the  Town  in  trust  for  any  public  purpose  as  permitted 
bv  RSA  31:19.  Such  authorization  will  remain  in  effect  until  rescinded

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  Short  Term  Notes  in 
anticipation  of  taxes  as  permitted  by  RSA  33:7.  Such  authorization  will  remain  in  effect  until 
rescinded 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Tax  Collector  to  accept  prepayment  of  Real 
Estate  taxes  for  the  year  1996  as  permitted  by  RSA  80:52-a 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($25,000)  to  be  placed  into  the  previously  established  Capital  Reserve  Fund  under  the  provisions 
of  RSA  35:1  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  replacement  fire  truck,  (second  year) 

Hie  Board  of  Selectmen  recommend  passage  of  this  article. 

S.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  under  die  provisions  of 
RSA  35:1  for  purchasing  a  replacement  Police  Cruiser  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  six  thousand 
dollars  ($6000)  to  be  placed  in  this  Fund  (first  year) 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  recommend  passage  of  this  article. 

9         To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  under  the  provisions  of 
RSA  35:1  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  paving  Town  Roads  and  to  appropriate  twenty-five 
thousand  Dollars  ($25,000)  to  be  placed  in  this  Fund  (first  year) 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  recommends  passage  of  this  article. 


10.  In  accordance  with  RSA  39\3>  Larry  &  Peggy  Arend  have  submitted  a  citizens  petition  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  repair  a  section  of  the  retaining  wall  at  the  east  border  of  Badger 
Park.  This  work  shall  be  carried  out  by  a  professional  stone  mason  in  conjunction  with  an 
excavator  in  such  a  way  that  the  repairs  will  be  both  structurally  sound  and  aesthetically 
appealing.  The  total  cost  not  to  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  ($5000)  if  done  in  the  1996  calendar 
year. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  does  not  recommend  passage  of  this  article 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  cap  of  $5000  of  surplus  revenues  from  the 
Water  Department  receipts  which  can  be  deposited  into  the  previously  established  expendable 
trust  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  surplus  revenues  collected. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  recommends  passage  of  this  article. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  deposit  in  the  previously  established  Water  Department 
Expendable  Trust  Fund  the  amount  of  $18,872.73  which  represents  the  surplus  revenue  collected 
in  1995. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  recommend  passage  of  mis  article. 

13        By  citizens  petition,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  40:13  to 
allow  "Official  Ballot"  voting  on  all  issues  before  the  Newfields  Town  Meeting. 

The  majority  of  the  Board  of  the  Selectmen  recommends  passage  of  this  article. 

14.  In  accordance  with  RSA  39:3,  Diana  Toth  has  submitted  a  citizens  petition  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  adopt  an  ordinance  stating  that  "all  surveyors  and  engineers  working  in  the 
Town  ofNewfields  be  required  to  ask  permission  of  adjacent  and  abutting  property  owners  before 
trespassing  on  their  properties. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  recommends  passage  of  this  article. 

15.  In  accordance  with  RSA  39:3,  Larry  &  Deborah  Averill,  have  submitted  a  citizen's 
petition  to  extend  the  gates  and  bars  310  feet  along  Old  Lee  road  from  it  present  location 

Hie  Board  of  Selectmen  recommends  passage  of  this  article. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:37-b,  Exemption  for  the 
Totally  and  Permanently  Disabled,  with  an  exemption  amount  of  $1400.00.  (The  Veterans 
disability  is  $1400.00) 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  recommends  passage  of  this  article. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abolish  the  presently  existing  Newfields  Water  Department 
and  transfer  the  department  resources  to  the  Sewer  District,  pursuant  to  RSA  38:16  and  RSA 
149-1:19.  The  Sewer  District  will  assume  all  the  powers,  duties,  obligations  and  the  1996 
budgets  of  the  now  existing  Water  Department  The  Boundaries  of  the  District  will  include  the 
largest  boundaries  of  both  the  Water  Department  and  the  Sewer  District  The  Varney  Trust  Fund 
will  remain  under  the  Town  and  under  the  control  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds.  In  order  to 
accomplish  a  smooth  transition  to  the  Sewer  District,  the  effective  date  shall  be  no  later  than 
December  31, 1996,  at  which  time  the  following  shall  occur: 

L  The  Sewer  District  at  its  Annual  District  Meeting  shall  have  voted  to  approve  of 

the  transfer  of  the  Water  Department  to  the  Sewer  District. 


IL         The  transfer  of  all  billing  and  collecting  of  user  fees  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
Sewer  District  The  Sewer  District  shall  maintain  a  separate  account  for  the  Water  Department 
with  separate  bookkeeping  records.  At  the  time  of  the  transfer  mere  shall  be  an  audit  of  the  Water 
Department  accounts  by  a  certified  Accounting  firm. 

HI        The  transfer  of  the  Water  Department  Expendable  Trust  Fund. 

IV        The  Sewer  District  becomes  the  Newfields  Village  Water  &  Sewer  District, 
encompassing  all  the  obligations  of  both  entities. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  recommends  passage  of  this  article. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Two 
Hundred  and  five  Dollars  ($2205.00)to  be  used  to  purchase  of  a  Radar  Unit  for  the  second  Police 
Cruiser.  Up  to  SI  102.50  reimbursable  from  the  NH  Highway  Safety  Comm.  Purchase  of  this  item 
is  contingent  upon  acquiring  matching  funds. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  recommend  the  passage  of  this  article. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars 
($5000.00)  to  be  used  to  purchase  a  Video  Camera  for  the  second  Police  Cruiser.  Up  to  $2500.00 
may  be  reimbursable  from  the  NH  Highway  Safety  Comm.  Purchase  of  this  item  is  contingent 
upon  acquiring  matching  funds. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  recommends  passage  of  this  warrant  article. 


20.       To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Sanborn  Drive  as  a  Town  approved  road 
The  Board  of  Selectmen  recommend  the  passage  of  this  article. 


21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reverse  the  warrant  article  15  of  the  1978  Town  Meeting. 
The  Board  of  Selectmen  recommends  the  passage  of  this  article. 

22.  If  warrant  article  #  21  passes,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  for  the  purchase  of  an 
easement  from  Robert  McLaughlin  for  wells  #2  &  #4  for  $1500.00  from  the  Water  Department 
Expendible  Trust  Fund. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  recommends  passage  of  this  article. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  Nine  Thousand  Seven  Hundred 
Thirty  Five  Dollars  ($9735.00)  to  install  insulation  over  the  main  hall,  replace  three  wooden 
doors  with  steel  insulated  doors  and  replace  the  windows  with  matching  insulated  vinyl 
replacement  windows  in  the  Town  Hall.   The  Town  will  be  reimbursed  Four  Thousand  Eight 
Hundred  Twenty  Two  Dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($4822.50)  from  an  approved  grant  from  the 
Governors  Office  on  Energy.  Recommended  by  the  Town  Hall  Committee. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  recommends  the  passage  of  this  article. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  ($1000.) 
dollars  to  be  placed  in  the  previously  established  Newfields'  150th  Birthday  Celebration  (in  the 
year  1999)  Capital  Reserve  Fund. (Second  year). 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  recommend  passage  of  this  article.

MINUTES  OF  THE  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING  HELD  MARCH  14,  1995 

TOWN  OF  NEWFIELDS,  NH 

The  annual  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:30  p.m.  by  the 
Moderator,  Lyman  Baier.   He  gave  instructions  as  to  the  procedures 
townspeople  should  follow  when  addressing  their  concerns. 

Chairman  Larry  Heath  introduced  the  new  Chief  of  Police,  Robert 
Wharem  who  will  begin  employment  on  March  27,  1995. 

Lyman  Baier  stated  there  was  a  correction  to  be  made  on  the  typed 
budget  on  page  10.   The  $80,000  listed  under  Handicapped  Lift  should 
have  been  listed  under  warrant  articles  not  recommended  by  Selectmen 
at  the  bottom  of  page  10.   The  correction  will  be  made  before 
sending  this  information  to  Concord. 

Article  1.     To  choose  all  necessary  Town  and  School  District 
Officers  for  the  ensuing  term.   Mr.  Baier  indicated  that  if  there 
were  no  objections,  the  polls  would  remain  open  until  the  finish  of 
the  meeting. 

Article  2.     To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  toward  the 
acceptance  of  the  reports  of  the  Town  Officers  as  printed  in  the 
Town  Report. 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  Ves  Moore  to  approve 
Article  2.   Pam  Abbott  asked  for  clarification  of  the  Summary  of 
Payments  on  the  Treasurer's  Report.   She  wanted  to  know  it  the  Total 
Available  Less  Expenses  included  the  1994  appropriation  for  the 
school  because  there  was  an  outstanding  balance  of  $545,674.   There 
was  concern  that  if  the  bottom  line  reflects  the  $545,674  still  owed 
the  school,  it  is  incorrect.   The  Selectmen  were  not  sure  of  this 
and  agreed  to  look  into  it  and  get  back  to  her.   Article  2  was  put 
to  a  vote  and  passed. 

Article  3.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen,  in  case  of  disaster,  to  apply  for,  contract  for,  receive 
and  expend  Federal  Funds  for  disaster  relief. 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  Ves  Moore  to  approve 
Article  3.   Chairman  Larry  Heath  stated  this  was  a  standard  article 
allowing  the  Selectmen  to  request  funds  in  case  of  disaster.   Being 
no  discussion,  Article  3  was  put  to  a  vote  and  passed. 

Article  4.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  town,  gifts,  legacies,  and 
devised  made  to  the  town  in  trust  for  any  public  purpose  as 
permitted  by  RSA  31:19. 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  Ves  Moore  to  approve 
Article  4.   Being  no  discussion,  Article  4  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
passed. 

Article  5.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  Short  Term  Notes  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  <RSA  33:7) 
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Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  Joe  Diament  to 
approve  Article  5.   Being  no  discussion,  Article  5  was  put  to  a  vote 
and  passed. 

Article  6.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Tax 
Collector  to  accept  prepayment  of  Real  Estate  taxes  for  the  year 
1995.  (RSA  80:52-a> 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  Joe  Diament  to 
approve  Article  6.   Being  no  discussion,  Article  6  was  put  to  a  vote 
and  passed. 

Article  7.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1  for  purchasing  a 
replacement  fire  truck  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25, 000)  to  be  placed  in  this  fund. 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  Mike  Ploof  to 
approve  Article  7.   Fire  Chief  Bill  Chick  explained  that  a  truck  is 
needed  every  five  years  to  replace  an  old  one  and  that  this  fund 
would  be  for  that  purpose.   Article  7  was  put  to  a  vote  and  passed. 

Article  8.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  withdraw  $12,000  plus  interest  from  the  Police  Cruiser 
Replacement  Fund  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  eight 
thousand  dollars  ($8,000)  to  be  raised  through  general  taxation  for 
the  purchase  of  a  new  police  cruiser. 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  to  approve  Article  8. 
Motion  was  made  by  Betsy  Coes  and  seconded  by  Alan  Taylor  to  amend 
Article  8  to  the  following:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $20, 000  plus  interest  and  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  withdraw  $12, 000  plus  interest  from  the  Police  Cruiser 
Replacement  Fund  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  eight 
thousand  dollars  <8,000)  to  be  raised  through  general  taxation  for 
the  purchase  of  a  new  police  cruiser.   The  amendment  was  put  to  a 
vote  and  passed.   Mike  Ploof  clarified  that  we  would  have  two 
cruisers  and  the  old  one  would  be  used  as  a  backup  when  the  new  one 
wasn't  available.   Article  8  as  amended  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
passed. 

Article  9.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  withdraw  $50, 000  plus  interest  from  the  Bald  Hill 
Capital  Reserve  in  addition  to  $25,000  to  be  raised  through  general 
taxation  for  the  upgrading  of  Bald  Hill  Rd.  from  the  intersection  of 
Rte.  87  to  the  Newfields  town  line. 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  George  Beatty  to 
approve  Article  9.   Motion  was  made  by  Betsy  Coes  and  seconded  by 
Alan  Taylor  to  amend  Article  9  to  the  following:   To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $75,000  plus  interest 
and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  $50, 000  plus  interest  from 
the  Bald  Hill  Capital  Reserve  in  addition  to  $25,000  to  be  raised 
through  general  taxation  for  the  upgrading  of  Bald  Hill  Rd.  from  the 
intersection  of  Rte.  87  to  the  Newfields  town  line.   The  amendment 
was  put  to  a  vote  and  passed.   Article  9  as  amended  was  put  to  a 
vote  and  passed. 
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Article  10.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  deposit  20%  of  all 
future  revenues  collected  pursuant  to  RSA  79-A,  Land  Use  Change  Tax, 
into  the  Town's  Conservation  Fund  in  accordance  with  PSA  36-A:5  iii, 
RSA  79-A:25,  with  a  maximum  deposit  of  $20,000  per  allocation. 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  Ed  Scanlon  to 
approve  Article  10.   Betsy  Coes  explained  that  the  current  use 
change  tax  is  a  penalty  which  is  10%  of  the  fair  market  value  of  the 
land.   Currently  5%  of  the  10%  penalty  is  put  in  the  Conservation 
Fund.   Joanne  Voltaire  emphasized  that  $25,000  would  be  the  maximum 
amount  that  could  be  collected  per  tax  bill.   Revenues  would  be  used 
to  purchase  conservation  land  in  the  town.   Bill  Chick  mentioned 
that  this  is  money  that  wasn't  paid  in  taxes  over  the  years  because 
the  land  was  in  current  use  and  it  should  go  back  to  the  Town. 
Motion  was  made  by  Ray  Trueman  and  seconded  by  Betsy  Coes  to  move 
the  question.   The  move  was  accepted  and  Article  10  was  put  to  a 
vote.   The  result  could  not  be  determined  by  a  voice  vote.   The 
Moderator  requested  a  show  of  hands  for  and  against.   The  vote  was 
15  yes,  18  no.   Article  10  was  defeated. 

Article  11.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1  for  the  purpose  of 
Newfields'  150th  Birthday  Celebration  in  the  year  1999,  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  ($1,000)  to  be  placed  in 
this  fund. 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  George  Beatty  to 
approve  Article  11.   Being  no  discussion,  Article  11  was  put  to  a 
vote  and  passed. 

Article  12.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  convey  to  David  Quigley  property  acquired  by  Tax 
Collector's  Deed  and  situated  at  Map  212,  Lot  3.11  on  Hall's  Mill 
Rd.  in  return  for  payment  to  the  Town  of  unpaid  taxes,  interest, 
penalties  and  costs  for  the  years  1991,  1992,  and  1993;  provided 
that  the  said  David  Quigley  make  payment  in  full  to  the  Town  for  all 
outstanding  and  unpaid  taxes,  interest,  penalties  and  costs  within 
ninety  (90)  days  after  the  vote  taken  upon  this  article;  and,  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  such  tax  deeded  property  be  deed 
following  public  auction,  or  may  be  otherwise  disposed  of  as  justice 
may  require,  if  the  said  David  Quigley  fails  to  make  payment  in  full 
of  all  outstanding  taxes,  interest,  penalties  and  costs,  as  provided 
herein,  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  the  vote  is  taken  on  this 
article. 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  George  Beatty  to 
approve  Article  12.   Chairman  Larry  Heath  explained  that  the 
Selectmen  are  asking  for  the  Town's  permission  to  sell  back  this 
land  to  the  owner,  David  Quigley.   In  the  past  the  Town  has  given 
the  owner  the  opportunity  to  buy  back  his  land  taken  by  tax  deed. 
Betsy  Coes  stated  that  this  was  a  34  acre  parcel  that  has  been 
designated  as  one  house  lot.   Article  12  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
passed. 

Article  13.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Amendment 
and  Restatement  of  Lamprey  Regional  Cooperative,  thereby  remaining  a 
member  of  the  Lamprey  Regional  Cooperative  for  the  purpose  of 
handling,  managing  and  disposing  of  municipal  solid  waste. 
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Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  George  Beatty  to 
approve  Article  13.   Ves  Moore  stated  that  the  Town  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste  Cooperative  for  the  past 
fifteen  years.   The  Board  of  Directors  made  a  decision  to  restate 
the  contract  of  the  past  15  years  and  amend  it  to  keep  it  in  force 
beyond  the  closure  date  of  June  30,  1996.   Since  the  Town  recently 
signed  an  agreement  with  Gobin  Disposal  Company  we  no  longer  want  to 
be  a  part  of  the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Vaste  Cooperative.   Ve  do 
have  an  obligation  towards  the  landfill  in  Somersworth  and  that  is 
why  we  are  a  part  of  the  contract.   Consequently,  the  Town  will 
remain  an  inactive  member  of  the  Lamprey  if  this  Article  is 
defeated.   Article  13  was  put  to  a  vote  and  defeated. 

Article  14.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $15,622  to  be  paid  to  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Vaste 
Cooperative  in  payment  of  the  current  assessment  of  fees  related  to 

closure. 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  George  Beatty  to 
approve  Article  15.   Ves  Moore  mentioned  that  this  was  the  Town's 
share  of  the  closure  fees.   Article  14  was  put  to  a  vote  and  passed. 

Article  15.    To  see  if -the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  SI, 000  to  be  used  for  a  Fall  Hazardous  Vaste  Collection 
to  be  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the  Town  of  Exeter  and  the  Town 
of  Stratham. 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  George  Beatty  to 
approve  Article  15.   Betsy  Coes  explained  that  this  article  was  not 
necessary  because  there  is  still  money  in  the  fund  from  last  year. 
Motion  was  made  by  George  Beatty  and  seconded  by  Betsy  Coes  to  move 
the  question.   Motion  to  move  was  accepted.   Article  15  was  put  to  a 
vote  and  defeated. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $80,000  for  the  installation  of  handicapped  access  to  the 
second  floor  of  the  Fire  Station. 

Motion  was  made  by  John  Hayden  and  seconded  by  Kent  Lawrence  to 
approve  Article  16.   Chairman  Larry  Heath  discussed  ADA 
requirements.   He  stated  that  the  Town  has  a  waiver  from  the  State 
that  allows  the  Fire  Station  not  to  be  handicap  accessible,  but  the 
waiver  expires  in  1996.   Bill  Chick  mentioned  that  as  long  as  the 
building  is  being  used  for  Fire  Department  activities  there  is  no 
need  to  make  the  building  handicap  accessible.   Joe  Diament 
mentioned  that  there  is  no  handicapped  individual  being  denied 
access  to  the  building  at  this  time.   The  Selectmen  did  not 
recommend  passage  of  this  article.   Other  alternatives  will  be 
looked  at  for  the  future.   Article  16  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
defeated. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $4,395  for  the  painting  of  the  downstairs  of  the  original 
Fire  Station  and  repair  of  the  roof  of  the  original  Fire  Station. 
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Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  Mike  Ploof  to 
approve  Article  17.   Fire  Chief  Bill  Chick  stated  that  this  was 
general  building  maintenance.   Article  17  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
passed. 

Article  18.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  discuss  and  consider  the 
option  of  recessing  the  1995  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  the  following 
Saturday  for  the  purpose  of  holding  its  Business  Meeting. 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  George  Beatty  to 
approve  Article  18.   Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by 
George  Beatty  to  amend  the  date  of  Article  18  to  the  year  of  1996. 
The  amendment  was  voted  on  and  passed.   Motion  was  made  by  George 
Beatty  and  seconded  by  Deborah  Beatty  to  amend  the  amendment  to  read 
the  following:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  hold  the  1996  Annual  Town  Business  Meeting  on  the 
Saturday  following  the  town  elections,  such  business  meeting  to 
begin  at  1:00pm.   The  amended  amendment  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
passed.   Article  18  as  amended  was  put  to  a  vote  and  passed. 

Article  19.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions 
of  RSA  76:15  to  allow  semi-annual  collection  of  property  taxes 
beginning  in  April,  1996. 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  Carolyn  Scanlon  to 
approve  Article  19.   Chairman  Larry  Heath  explained  that  this  would 
cut  down  on  the  amount  of  money  that  the  Town  borrows  each  year.   It 
was  explained  that  the  bill  would  be  due  July  1  and  December  1 
starting  in  1996.   The  July  1  payment  would  be  one  half  of  the 
previous  years  tax  bill  and  the  December  1  payment  would  be  based  on 
the  new  tax  rate,  less  the  July  1  payment.   Article  19  was  put  to  a 
vote  and  passed. 

Article  20.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $6,500  for  the  grading  and  paving  of  the  Town  Hall 
parking  lot. 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  Ed  Scanlon  to 
approve  Article  20.   Larry  Heath  mentioned  that  this  would  be  done 
at  the  same  time  as  the  paving  of  Bald  Hill  Rd.  to  cut  down  on 
costs.   It  was  stated  that  money  that  was  previously  appropriated 
for  a  walkway  was  never  used  and  put  back  into  the  general  fund. 
Discussion  ensued  about  possibly  allocating  additional  money  for  a 
walkway.   Article  20  as  written  was  put  to  a  vote  and  passed. 

Article  21.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  deposit  in  the 
previously  established  Water  Department  Expendable  Trust  Fund  the 
amount  of  $2,999  which  represents  the  surplus  revenue  collected  for 
fiscal  year  1994. 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  Ed  Scanlon  to 
approve  Article  21.   It  was  explained  that  this  was  extra  money  that 
the  Water  Department  has  and  it  is  done  each  year  to  give  them 
operating  funds  in  case  of  an  emergency.   Article  21  was  put  to  a 
vote  and  passed. 
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Article  22.  To  see  if  the . town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,500  for  the  purchase  of  new  tables  and  chairs  for  the 
Newfields  Town  Hall. 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  Mike  Ploof  to 
approve  Article  22.   This  would  be  for  the  purchase  of  200  chairs, 
10  tables  and  2  racks.   Motion  was  made  by  John  Hayden  and  seconded 
by  George  Beatty  to  amend  Article  22  to  the  following:   To  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500  for 
the  purchase  of  new  tables  and  chairs,  retaining  the  old  chairs  and 
benches,  for  the  Newfields  Town  Hall.  The  amendment  was  put  to  a 
vote  and  passed.   Article  22  as  amended  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
passed. 

Article  23.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  request  the  Selectmen 
to  appoint  a  5  member  committee  of  Newfields  residents  to  present 
recommendations  concerning  the  use,  placement  and/or  removal  of  the 
Recycling  Shed,  the  Scout  House  and  the  Hearse  House.   The  Selectmen 
will  be  required  to  hold  two  public  hearings  on  the  committee's 
recommendations  before  any  action,  if  proposed,  is  taken. 

Motion  was  made  by  John  Hayden  and  seconded  by  Andy  Nichols  to 
approve  Article  23.   Betsy  Coes  explained  that  these  are  three 
structures  that  the  Town  owns  that  are  unused.   People  are 
interested  in  using  some  of  these  buildings.   Article  23  was  put  to 
a  vote  and  passed. 

Article  24.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $542,780  that  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for 
the  ensuing  year,  exclusive  of  all  special  warrant  articles  above. 

Motion  was  made  by  Allen  Taylor  and  seconded  by  George  Beatty  to 
approve  Article  24.   After  little  discussion,  motion  was  made  by 
Bill  Chick  and  seconded  to  move  Article  24.   The  motion  to  move  was 
accepted  and  Article  24  was  put  to  a  vote  and  passed. 

Article  25.    To  hear  any  reports  of  any  committee  heretofore 
appointed  an  to  pass  any  vote  hereto. 

Larry  Heath  thanked  The  Building  Committee  for  a  job  well  done  on 
the  new  town  offices.   The  committee  included  Mike  Ploof,  Lyman 
Baier,  Jared  Rumford,  and  Eugene  Perreault.   Mike  Ploof  was 
requested  to  give  a  report.   He  briefly  went  over  costs  and  what  had 
been  done.   Thanks  also  went  to  the  Police  Committee  and  Recycling 
Committee.   The  Conservation  Commission  Report  did  not  get  into  the 
Town  Report  but  will  be  submitted  next  year. 

Article  29.    To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting. 

With  no  further  business  to  discuss  and  upon  motion  made  and 
seconded,  the  Town  Meeting  was  adjourned  at  10:15p.m.

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1995  WATER  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  automatic  controls  installed  in  1994  at  pump  station  #  6  on  Hemlock 
Court  has  proven  to  be  one  of  the  best  investments  we  have  made.  The  water  in 
the  tank  is  constantly  kept  a  proper  level,  which  means  a  steady  pressure  and  flow 
to  all  customers. 

All  hydrants,  main  gate  and  curb  stops  were  checked  as  usual  and  were 
exercised  to  keep  them  in  proper  working  order. 

Systematic  flushing  of  hydrants  was  conducted  this  year  and  will  be  redone 
in  1996. 

Periodic  tests  continue  to  be  conducted  to  insure  that  our  water  is  the  best 
quality  possible.  A  sample  is  taken  each  month  and  sent  to  the  lab  for  test  of 
bacteria(coliform).  Periodically  the  levels  of  chlorine  in  the  main  transmission  lines 
are  checked  to  make  sure  they  are  within  the  permissible  limits. 

One  new  home  was  added  to  the  water  system  this  year. 

We  were  very  fortunate  during  the  dry  summer  that  our  static  levels 
remained  stable  with  no  water  restrictions  necessary'.

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NEWFIELDS  CONSERVATION  COMMITTEE  1995 

During  1995  the  Conservation  Coumission  spent  the  most  money, 
time  and  effort  on  developing  the  Natural  Resource  Inventory  which 
vas  accepted  by  town  voters  in  March  1994  for  an  expense  of  $2500. 
The  commission  was  to  prepare  the  text  to  describe  such  natural 
resources  as  were  contained  in  10  GRANIT  maps  which  Rockingham 
Planning  Commission  was  to  provide  for  a  purchase  price  of  $2250. 

The  Conservation  Commission  assumed  the  responsibility  for 
preparing  a  text  that  described  the  content  of  the  maps,  which  were 
highly  technical  and  detailed  on  each  subject.  The  maps  were:  a 
new  base  tax-parcel  map,  a  groundwater  resources  map,  a  natural  heritage 
inventory  map,  a  public-owned  protected  lands  map,  surficial  and 
bedrock  geology  map,  floodplains  map,  a  historic/archeological  sites 
map,  a  soils  map,  wetlands  map,  existing  land  use  map,  and  farmland  and 
forest  soils  map.  The  base  map  was  from  USC&G  maps.  Rockingham  Planning 
provided  its  "Water  Resource  Management  for  Newfields"  for  text  and 
agreed  to  review  drafts  of  the  text  to  provide  comments  for  improvements. 
Others  asked  to  look  over  the  text  included  the  Planning  and  Zoning  Com- 
mission and  experts  in  municipal  water,  geology,  etc. 

By  June  of  1995,  all  the  money  budgeted  for  this  inventory  had 
been  spent.  Additional  funds  were  sought  from  selectmen  so  as  to  save 
money  for  Conservation  Commission  expenses.  1995  wound  up  with  total 
expenses  above  budget  of  $598,  as  shown  in  the  budget  below.  By  applying 
the  amount  budgeted  in  1994  ($250)  and  $260  from  previous  Conservation 
Commission  funds,  the  expense  above  budget  came  to  $98.  In  1996,  bills 
for  $400  for  copy  work  already  add  about  $400  to  the  expense  of  the 
Natural  Resource  Inventory.  Printing  and  other  costs  will  require  more 
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than  $800  to  fill  Conservation  needs  to  finish  the  job.  We  are 
asking  $800  for  this. 


Conservation  Commission  success  stories  in  1995  were: 
— A  questionnaire  showed  the  68%  of  townspeople  wanted  Open  Space 
Outside  studies  indicate  that  Open  Space  and  Current  Use  lands  are 
less  costly  than  developed  parcels,  using  less  governmental  resources, 

—  In  1995,  the  Conservation  Commission  gained  three  new  members  who 
have  pitched  in  with  new  vigor  in  Wetlands  approvals,  budgeting, 
and  forest  management. 

—The  "town  forest"  abutting  the  Deertrees  development  will  be  studied 
by  a  UNH  forestry  class  and  volunteer  tree  stewards  from  the  NH 
Division  of  Forests  and  Lands. 

—the  potential  for  placing  the  13-acre  Rye  Field  in  conservation. 

—conferences  attended  were  about:  1)  a  study  of  non-point  pollution 
along  the  Squamscott  River,  2)  estate  planning  (acquisition  of 
land)  3)  phone  conferences  about  use  of  the  Squamscott  shore  for 
conservation  to  provide  for  recreation,  parks,  and  sports  facilities. 

-  in  1995,  we  provided  wetlands  and  assessments,  attention  to  use  of 
bio-solids,  manure  composting,  and  directed  a  UNH  class  from  UNH's 
Natural  Resources  department  that  furnished  a  definitie  analysis 

of  the  northwest  aquifer  to  the  east  of  Bald  Hill  Road 
With  the  town's  approval  we  expect  to  continue  to  support  Open  Space.

1995  REPORT  OF  THE  NEWFIELDS  RESCUE  SQUAD 


The  Newfields  Rescue  Squad  is  made  up  of  one  Intermediate  Emergency 
Medical  Technician,  4  Basic  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  and  1  First 
Responder.  The  four  Rescue  Squad  members  who  upgraded  their  training 
from  First  Responder  to  Emergency  Medical  Technician,  completed  their  130 
hours  of  training  last  June. 

During  the  1995  year,  the  Rescue  Squad  was  toned-out  for,  and  responded  to, 
all  42  calls.  The  Rescue  Squad  members  tended  to  55  patients  of  which  19 
were  at  motor  vehicle  accidents,  32  medical  calls  and  1  fire  standby. 

There  were  41  adults  and  1 1  children  cared  for  during  the  course  of  the  year: 
4  patients  were  seen  at  work,  24  were  seen  at  home  and  2  were  seen  at 
school.  Of  all  of  these  patients,  37  were  transported  to  area  hospitals. 

Four  of  the  Newfields  Rescue  members  are  able  to  follow  patient  care 
through  to  the  hospital  as  they  also  serve  on  the  Newmarket  Ambulance 
Corp.

In  calendar  year  1995,  our  three  (3)  leading  causes  of  fires  were  Children,  Non-Permit  fires  not  properly 
extinguished  and  Smoking  Materials. 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  are 
misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire 
suppression  costs. 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Fire  Officials,  contact  your  local  Warden  or 
Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required.  This  also  helps  to  prevent  unnecessary  response  to  a 
controlled  bum.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NEWFIELDS  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMISSION 

Here's  something  to  look  forward  to  after  paying  those  large 
snow  plowing  bills:  Copious  amounts  of  snow  and  rain  during  the 
winter  months,  set  the  stage  for  higher  than  normal  mosquito 
populations  in  the  spring.  Once  the  snow  melts,  stagnant  water 
caught  in  birdbaths,  flower  pots,  old  tires,  rain  gutters,  ditches, 
swamps  and  woodland  depressions  will  provide  the  ideal  environment 
for  mosquito  larvae  to  survive.  The  homeowner  can  help  rid  the  yard 
of  mosquito  breeding  habitats  by  emptying  various  containers 
holding  water.  Change  birdbath  water  weekly  to  prevent  mosquito 
larvae  from  developing  to  the  winged  adult  stage.  Call  the 
mosquito  control  headquarters  so  that  we  may  tackle  the  large 
breeding  sites  such  as  swamps,  ditches  and  woodland  depressions. 
Our  phone  number  is  778-3906.  It  is  very  important  to  call  us 
early,  before  those  mosquito  larvae  hatch  into  biting  adult 
mosquitoes.   Call  during  April  and  May  for  best  results. 

Last  year  was  unusually  dry  leaving  most  containers, 
depressions  and  swamps  without  much  water.  Therefore,  freshwater 
mosquito  populations  were  down.  Regular  tidal  flooding  provided 
the  seacoast  with  a  normal  batch  of  salt  marsh  mosquitoes 
throughout  the  summer.  Like  taxes,  we  will  always  have  salt  marsh 
mosquitoes.  The  survival  of  this  species  is  not  dependent  upon 
snow  or  rain,  but  on  monthly  tidal  flooding  which  not  only  brings 
water  but  fish  as  well.  These  fish  eat  many  larvae,  but  in  areas 
where  fish  cannot  reach  the   larvae,   control   is  necessary. 

Our  crews  check  the  tidal  areas  regularly.  When  mosquito 
larvae  are  found,  a  biological  insecticide  known  as  Bacillus 
thuringiensis  israelensis  (Bti  for  short)  is  used.  This  is  a 
nontoxic  material  which  specifically  targets  mosquito  larvae. 
Larvae  are  controlled  in  the  salt  marshes  from  April  through 
September . 

Once  mosquitoes  hatch  into  the  winged  adult  form,  there  are 
several  ways  to  confront  the  biting  pests.  Avoidance:  Not  always 
feasible,  but  staying  inside  during  peak  mosquito  activity  or 
staying  away  from  infested  areas  is  recommended  to  avoid  biting 
mosquitoes.  Repellents:  These  are  useful  if  you  must  be  outside 
during  an  infestation.  Products  containing  the  active  ingredient 
DEET  work  best.  If  you  do  not  want  to  wear  repellents,  protective 
clothing  and  gear  such  as  mosquito  netting  can  be  helpful. 
Adulticides:  These  are  insecticides  that  control  adult  biting 
mosquitoes.  This  could  be  applied  using  a  truck  mounted  sprayer, 
a  backpack  or  handheld  sprayer.  The  truck  mounted  sprayer  employed 
by  the  town  disperses  permethrin  at  ultra  low  levels  to  control 
adult  mosquitoes. 

If  you  do  not  want  your  property  sprayed,  please  alert  mosquito 
control  headquarters  every  year  so  that  we  may  keep  an  updated  list 
and  map  of  these  areas.  Please  call  778-3906  or  write  to  Mosquito 
Control,  P.O.  Box  46,  Stratham,  NH  03885.

TOWN  REPORT 

In  1995,  we  experienced  many  changes  to  the  Lamprey  Regional  Cooperative.  The 
Lamprey  Regional  Cooperative  amended  and  restated  their  agreement  on  August  14, 1995.  Hie 
Lamprey  Regional  Cooperative  also  ceased  operations  of  the  Waste -to -Energy  plant  on 
November  20, 1995.  In  December  1995,  a  contract  was  awarded  for  demolition  of  the 
Waste-to-Energy  plant.  Demolition  began  on  December  7, 1995  and  is  scheduled  to  be 
completed  in  February  1996.  We  willbe  closing  and  capping  our  Ash  Landfill  in  Somersworth  in 
1996  and  it  appears  at  this  time  that  this  also  will  come  within  our  budgeted  closure  funds. 

The  Waste-to-Energy  plant  was  operated  under  budget  again  in  1995  and  we  did  not 
experience  any  major  problems  in  the  operating  year. 

We  have  made  progress  toward  our  goal  of  a  Regional  Transfer  and  Recycling  Facility  in 
early  1996  for  the  communities  mat  have  decided  to  remain  in  the  Lamprey  Regional 
Cooperative  into  the  future. 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank  all  of  the  communities  for  their  cooperation  in  the 
operation  of  our  Waste-to-Energy  plant  the  last  fifteen  years.

ARTICLE  2 :  The  Cooperative  School  District  shall  be 
responsible  for  Grades  6,  7,  8,  9,.

3 :  The  Cooperative  School  Board  shall  consist  of 
nine  (9)  members,  with  each  position  on  the  Board  having  a 
residency  requirement  as  set  forth  below.   The  initial  term  of 
each  Board  position  shall  be  as  set  forth  below.

The  members  of  the  Cooperative  School  Board  shall  assume 
office  at  the  close  of  the  organizational  meeting  and  thereafter 
at  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting. 

All  members  of  the  Cooperative  School  Board  shall  be  elected 
by  the  use  of  the  non-partisan  ballot  system  under  RSA  671 . 

ARTICLE: 4 :  The  Exeter  School  District  shall  sell  and  the 
Cooperative  School  District  shall  purchase  the  current  Exeter 
AREA  High  School  and  the  Exeter  AREA  Junior  High  School  including 
67.2  acres,  the  buildings  thereon,  and  all  furnishings  and

March  31,  1997,  voting:  to  renovate  and  construct  an  addition  or 
additions  to  the  existing  Exeter  AREA  High  School  and/or  Exeter 
AREA  Junior  High  School  or  construct  new  school  buildings  so  that 
the  gross  floor  area  of  the  Cooperative  School  District  buildings 
is  not  less  than  400,000  square  feet;  and  to  issue  bonds 
necessary  to  finance  that  construction.   If  those  votes  are  not 
passed  by  the  Cooperative  School  District  on  or  before  March  31, 
1997,  this  plan  to  convert  to  and  create  a  Cooperative  School 
District  shall  terminate  and  the  Cooperative  School  District 
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shall  dissolve  and  the  member  districts  shall  revert  to  the 
Exeter  AREA  Authorized  Regional  Enrollment  Area.

ARTICLE  6 :  Each  district's  percentage  of  the  capital  and 
operating  expenses  of  the  Cooperative  School  District,  payable  in 
each  fiscal  year,  shall  be  the  average  of:  (x)  the  district's 
percentage  of  the  average  daily  membership  during  the  second 
preceding  year;  and  (y)  the  district's  percentage  of  total 
enrollment  as  of  October  1  of  the  preceding  year,  both  of  which 
as  determined  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.   For  example, 
an  individual  district's  percentage  for  the  1999-2000  fiscal  year 
shall  be  computed  as  follows:

ARTICLE  7 :  A  schedule  of  monthly  payments  based  on  the 
method  of  apportionment  of  operating  and  capital  expenses  shall 
be  established  and  revised  as  necessary  by  the  Cooperative  School 
Board  of  the  Cooperative  School  District. 

ARTICLE  8 :  After  the  date  of  operating  responsibility,  the 
state  aid  to  which  each  district  would  be  entitled  for  Grades  6 
through  12  if  it  were  not  part  of  the  Cooperative  School  District 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Cooperative  School  District  and  credited  to 
such  district's  share  of  the  total  operating  budget. 

The  state  building  aid  which  may  be  available  to  the 
Cooperative  School  District  shall  be  applied  to  reduce  the 
capital  expenditure  prior  to  the  apportionment  of  costs  under  the 
provisions  of  Article  6.   In  addition,  the  Exeter  School  District 
shall  pay  to  the  Cooperative  School  District  the  remaining  state 
building  aid  payment (s)  relating  to  the  Exeter  AREA  High  School 
science  lab  project. 

ARTICLE  9  r  The  Cooperative  School  District  shall  provide 
pupil  transportation  for  all  students  of  the  Cooperative  School 
District  as  required  by  law  (RSA  189:6-9-a),  and  otherwise  as 
determined  by  the  Cooperative  School  District  Board. 
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ARTICLE  10 :  These  articles  of  agreement  may  be  amended  by 
the  Cooperative  School  District,  consistent  with  the  provisions 
of  RSA  195:18  111(1),  except  that  no  amendment  shall  be 
effective,  unless  the  question  of  adopting  such  amendment  is

ARTICLE  11 :  For  the  1997-1998  school  year  exclusively,  the 
Cooperative  School  District  will  offer  employment,  on  such  terms 
as  the  Cooperative  School  Board  shall  determine,  to  teachers 
teaching  in  Grades  6  through  12  of  the  pre-existing  districts  as 
of  the  date  of  operating  responsibility,  except  that,  (1)  the 
Cooperative  School  District  will  not  employ  more  teachers  than 
the  number  of  teaching  positions  established  in  the  Cooperative 
School  District  and  (2)  the  Cooperative  School  District  will  not 
be  obligated  to  employ  more  teachers  from  a  pre-existing  school 
district  than  the  number  necessary  to  teach  the  number  of 
students  attending  from  that  pre-existing  district  at  the  class 
size  determined  by  the  Cooperative  School  Board,  and  (3)  if  the

MONDAY,  MARCH  6,  1995 

Moderator  Lyman  Baier  called  the  Newfields  School  District  Meeting  to  order 
at  7:32  PM.   He  opened  with  a  moment  of  silence  for  former  Moderator  James 
Hayden,  who  passed  away  this  past  summer.   Following  the  moment  of  silence, 
the  group  repeated  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance.   Several  minutes  were  spent 
ensuring  that  all  voters  outside  were  brought  in  and  seated  in  the  Town 
Hall. 

Lyman  explained  that  each  article  would  be  read,  motioned  and  seconded. 
The  School  Board  would  be  first  to  comment  on  the  Article.   Following  their 
comments,  the  floor  would  be  turned  over  to  the  audience  for  comments. 
Whoever  wished  to  speak  should  raise  their  hands,  be  recognized  by  the 
Moderator,  state  their  name,  and  speak  no  more  than  2  minutes  each  in  order 
to  conserve  time. 

ARTICLE  1       To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 

appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Million  Two  Hundred  Fifty-Two 
Thousand  Six  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,252,600.00)  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  an  addition  to  the  Newfields  School  on  land 
already  owned  by  the  District  and  to  equip  the  same  and  to 
pay  related  and  incidental  expenses;  such  sum  to  be  raised 
through  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  under  and  in 
compliance  with  the  Municipal  Finance  Ace,  RSA  33: let  sea. . 
as  amended;  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  apply  for, 
obtain  and  accept  federal,  state,  or  other  aid,  if  any, 
which  may  be  available  for  said  project  and  to  comply  with 
all  laws  applicable  to  said  project;  to  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  issue,  negotiate,  sell,  and  deliver  said  bonds  and 
notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon  and  the 
maturity  and  other  terms  thereof;  and  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  take  any  other  action  or  to  pass  any  other 
vote  relative  thereto. 

MOVED:  Nancy  Taylor 

SECOND:         Allen  Taylor 

Lyman  explained  that  a  2/3  vote  was  required  by  ballot  in  order  for  the 
Article  to  pass.   Pam  Abbott,  Chair,  made  a  short  presentation  regarding 
the  proposed  addition  to  the  elementary  school.   She  announced  that  the 
School  Board  had  held  three  public  presentations  in  addition  to  one  for  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board.  "  She  referred  to  each  of  the  handouts 
available  to  the  voters  as  they  entered  the  Town  Hall:  1)  a  breakdown  of 
the  proposed  addition's  impact  on  the  tax  rate  and  the  amount  of  additional 
tax  on  a  home  with  a  * 100, 000  valuation;  2)  a  breakdown  of  the  bond 
payments  -  both  principal  and  interest  -  over  the  10  years  of  the  bond  from 
the  New  Hampshire  Bond  Bank;  3)  a  site  plan  showing  the  placement  of  the 
proposed  addition;  and  4)  a  floor  plan  of  the  school  with  the  proposed 
addition.   She  addressed  several  issues  which  have  recently  been  brought 
up:  1)  the  cost  of  a  flat  roof  versus  a  gabled  roof:  *2.06  sq/ft  versus 
$5.02  sq/ft.;  2)  suggested  phase-in  versus  completed  construction  in  18 
months:  the  School  Board  felt  this  proposed  addition  was  reasonable  and  to 
build  phase  by  phase  would  not  meet  the  students'  needs;  3)  NESDEC  projects 
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Article  1  (cont) 

Newfields  will  have  108  students  by  the  year  2000.   Pam  also  reported  that 
NESDEC  described  the  elementary  school  as  "dire",  lacking  a  nurse's  office 
for  sick  children,  a  place  for  physical  education,  and  a  place  for  hot 
lunches  to  be  served.   Bob  Hallinan  asked  if  the  cost  of  the  gabled  roof 
included  the  trusses.   Rudy  Houk,  the  architect  explained  that  6000  square 
feet  is  flat  and  2000  square  feet  is  pitched.   He  itemized  the  costs  that 
were  included  in  the  price  stated.   Bob  Hallinan  also  expressed  concern 
about  a  gabled  roof  draining  on  to  a  flat  roof.   The  architect  explained 
that  the  gabled  roof  does  drain  on  to  the  flat  roof  but  not  the  old  roof 
which  cannot  take  the  weight.   The  new  flat  roof  is  designed  to  take  the 
weight  and  to  drain  the  water  off.   Susan  Bonner  asked  what  the  capacity  of 
the  present  school  is.   Pam  stated  that  with  the  new  addition,  the  school 
will  accommodate  150  students.   The  current  school  holds  120  students  and 
there  are    currently  92.   Debbie  Glass  Rimbaud  asked  if  the  Selectmen 
recommended  this  proposed  addition.   Pam  said  that  this  was  a  School 
District  issue  and  did  not  need  the  Selectmen's  approval  but  for  various 
reasons  the  Selectmen  did  not  recommend  this  addition.   She  stated  that 
there  was  a  Selectman  on  the  Facility  Planning  Committee.   Wes  Moore  said 
he  was  not  in  favor  of  the  addition  because  he  felt  the  cost  was  too  high. 
Pam  stated  the  Board  and  the  Committee  rejected  many  plans  and  ideas  as 
being  too  costly.   But  things  Are    very  different  today  from  when  we  went  to 
school  —  e.g.  now  they  need  to  know  computers.   The  children  of  today 
compete  in  a  global  economy.   If  we  do  this  proposed  addition  for  less 
money,  state  required  features  will  have  to  be  given  up  and  therefore  so 
will  state  aid.   Jim  Ryan  asked  if  the  state  reimbursement  was  based  on  the 
principal  or  the  principal  and  interest.   Pam  stated  the  reimbursement  is 
based  only  on  the  principal.   Barbara  Hallinan  stated  the  average  person 
cannot  afford  this  Cadillac  of  a  plan.   Leona  Pebbler  stated  she  felt  this 
was  not  a  cadillac  plan.   The  town  has  done  nothing  to  the  school  for  30 
years  and  the  condition  of  the  school  and  its  space  is  deplorable.   Vern 
Glass  stated  concern  over  the  tax  increase.   Barbara  Wray  stated  that  the 
Physical  Education  situation  is  deplorable  —  the  children  must  either  walk 
to  the  Town  Hall  or,  if  the  weather  doesn't  permit,  toss  a  bean  bag  in  the 
classroom.  Allen  Taylor  MOVED  the  question  to  cut  off  discussion.   Bob 
Simpson  seconded.   The  motion  passed  by  a  majority  vote  signified  by  raised 
hands.   The  Moderator  read  the  Article  again  and  officially  opened  the 
polls  at  8:35  PM.   He  stated  that  the  polls  would  remain  open  at  least  one 
hour  or  until  everyone  had  an  opportunity  to  vote  that  wished  to  vote.

Debbie  Glass  Rimbaud  asked  if  audits  are   done  on  the  list  of  students  that 
the  District  pays  tuition  on.   Pam  stated  the  Board  receives  lists  of  the 
students  quarterly  which  they  review  closely  with  the  SAU  and  if  anyone  had 
a  question  they  should  contact  the  School  Board.   Paul  Watson  asked  if  we 
receive  state  aid  for  Special  Education.   Pam  stated  that  the  state  only 
reimburses  in  Catastrophic  situations  and  then  not  for  the  full  amount. 
Unfortunately,  most  mandates  are   unfunded  and  even  the  Congressional  Bill 
regarding  unfunded  mandates  excludes  Special  Education.   James  Quinney 
asked  if  all  SAU  schools  had  to  go  out  and  find  computer  maintenance 
contracts  on  their  own.   Kathleen  Lynch  stated  that  most  of  the  SAU  schools 
went  together  on  a  maintenance  contract  but  it's  with  a  different  vendor 
and  at  a  higher  cost  now.   Allen  Taylor  asked  about  the  level  budgeting  for 
water  and  sewer  given  the  announced  cost  increase.   Pam  stated  the  budget 
request  was  based  on  actual  usage.   Bob  Simpson  asked  how  much  the  teachers 
contribute  to  their  medical  coverage.   Pam  stated  that  the  school  district 
contributes  a  flat  rate,  about  757.  of  the  cost,  toward  the  medical 
coverage.   The  teachers  contribute  the  remainder,  about  25%.   Ken  Rollins 
moved  the  question.    Allen  Taylor  Seconded.

Community  building  and  harmony  are  the  dual  themes  that  mark  the  1995-96  school  year  at  Newfields 
Elementary  School.  These  themes  were  chosen  for  emphasis  because  Newfields  finds  itself  facing  an 
increase  in  population  that  will  directly  impact  the  town,  its  school,  and  available  school  and  community 
resources  in  a  variety  of  ways. 

Along  with  an  increase  in  the  school  population,  we  anticipate  a  diversity  of  perspectives  with  regard  to 
community  participation  in  the  school  due  to  the  addition  of  families  to  our  town.  NES  acknowledges  this 
diversity  and  sets  the  tone  for  future  community  interactions  by  emphasizing  the  importance  of  blending 
differences,  in  this  case,  new  and  old  perspectives,  and  how  this  blending  and  community  building  can  yield 
harmonious  results.  The  above  themes  are  currently  incorporated  throughout  the  regular  curriculum  and 
through  both  our  Artist-in-Residence  and  drug  and  alcohol  prevention  programs.  Teachers  have  already 
realigned  aspects  of  their  curricula  to  emphasize  harmony  in  and  among  math,  literature,  science,  the  social 
sciences,  and  the  arts  and  will  continue  to  do  so  during  the  remaining  months  of  this  school  year. 

NES  presently  has  113  students  enrolled  in  grades  one  through  six.  We  have  gained  approximately  20 
students  since  June  and  also  have  direct  responsibility  for  an  increasing  number  of  preschool  special 
education  students.  Enrollment  projections  indicate  that  these  numbers  will  continue  to  increase  in  the 
ensuing  years.  A  growing  student  population  "taxes"  not  only  our  pocketbooks  but  our  facility  and  existing 
staff  as  well.  Our  full-time  classroom  teaching  staff  numbers  6.  We  have  1  full-time  special  education 
coordinator/teacher,  1  full-time  speech  and  language  therapist,  and  a  full-time  principal/reading  specialist. 
We  have  3  part-time  teachers  for  art,  music,  and  physical  education.  Support  personnel  include  a  full-time 
secretary,  and  a  part-time  nurse,  psychologist,  guidance  counselor,  occupational  therapist,  and 
custodian. 

Community  building  and  timely  communications  continue  to  play  an  important  role  in  the  school's 
philosophy/mission.  To  this  end,  we  have  worked  jointly  with  the  Newfields  Police  Department  and  other 
town  offices  to  provide  our  children  with  far  greater  experiences  than  the  school  alone  could  provide.  The 
Police  Chief  and  NES  staff  have  initiated  a  successful  after  school  activity  program  for  students  that  will 
expand  this  spring.  We  communicate  with  our  parents  through  the  letters  home  from  classroom  teachers, 
the  principal's  weekly  parent  newsletter,  phone  calls,  and  other  avenues  of  communication.  This  spring  we 
hope  to  have  two  different  curriculum  nights  to  answer  questions  parents  might  have  and  to  seek  their  input 
regarding  the  improvement  of  instructional  programs.  The  school  and  Newfields  Parent  Organization  (NPO) 
maintain  a  close,  active,  positive  working  relationship  that  has  grown  this  year  as  we  work  together  to 
improve  communications,  the  quality  of  education,  and  opportunities  offered  to  our  students.  The  NPO 
has  also  taken  over  the  responsibility  for  the  school  volunteer  program,  room  parents,  and  provided 
numerous  other  services  to  our  school  on  a  regular  basis.  The  Enrichment  Committee  composed  of 
parents,  staff,  administration,  school  board  and  community  members  has  enhanced  our  curricular  offerings 
through  after  school  arts  and  craft  activities,  the  Artist-in-Residence  Program,  a  visit  from  Plimoth 
Plantation,  and  the  upcoming  Shakespeare  and  Montshire  Museum  presentations. 

This  spring  our  school  will  design  a  District  Educational  Improvement  Plan  that  will  chart  the  course  for 
future  education  in  Newfields.  A  fair  amount  of  work  has  already  begun  in  this  area  through  an  examination 
of  existing  curricula,  methodology,  and  test  results.  This  plan  will  be  developed  by  school  staff, 
administration,  the  school  board,  parents,  and  members  of  the  community.  The  development  of  this  plan 
will  give  us  all  an  opportunity  to  determine  where  we  are  educationally  and  to  decide  future  educational 
goals/objectives.  We  will  look  at  our  regular,  technology,  and  enrichment  programs  to  assess  their 
strengths  and  weaknesses  as  we  develop  our  plan. 

It  is  crucial  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  school's  mission  that  parents,  staff,  administration,  the  school 
board  and  community  work  together  in  a  spirit  of  partnership,  trust  and  harmony  with  an  undivided  focus  on 
the  children,  both  collectively  and  individually.  Only  then  will  our  true  purpose  be  realized:  to  extend  and 
expand  each  child's  understanding  of  the  world  and  to  stimulate  the  natural  desire  to  acquire  and  integrate 
skills  and  knowledge,  to  encourage  the  child  to  be  curious,  to  question,  to  explore,  to  be  creative,  to  think 
and  solve  problems,  to  be  aware  of  possibilities,  and  to  learn  how  to  learn.

In  1995-96,  SAU  16  welcomed  our  new  Assistant  Superintendent, 
Barbara  Lobdell,  the  former  Principal  of  the  East  Kingston  Elementary 
School.     Also  welcomed  were  two  new  principals,  Sheril  Polisner  at 
Newfields  Elementary  School  and  Anne  Goodman  at  East  Kingston 
Elementary  School,  a  new  Assistant  Principal  at  Lincoln  and  Main  Street 
Schools,  Richard  Flagg,  a  new  Assistant  to  the  Principal  at  EAJHS,  John 
LeSage,  and  a  new  Assistant  Principal  at  Stratham  Memorial  School,  Tom 
Fosher. 

Kensington  voters  approved  public  kindergarten  commencing  in 
September,  1995,  and  Brentwood  voters  approved  a  tuition  based 
kindergarten   program. 

In  March,  1996  Newfields  voters  will  be  asked  to  reconsider  a 
building  project  to  serve  the  growing  elementary  school  population. 

The  school  enrollments  in  SAU  16  schools  continue  to  increase  to  an 
extent  that  facility  planning  is  a  need  in  all  districts.     The  situation 
which  is  most  acute  is  at  the  Exeter  AREA  Junior  High  School  and  soon  at 
Exeter  AREA  High  School. 

There  is  study  and  discussion  regarding  the  creation  of  a  cooperative 
school  district  for  grades  6-12.    There  has  been  a  hearing  regarding  this 
matter,  and  there  are  articles  on  the  warrants  of  each  of  the  towns  in  the 
AREA  Agreement  to  vote  on  the  establishment  of  such  a  cooperative  school 
district.     The  proposed  Articles  of  Agreement  are  included  elsewhere  in 
this  annual  report  for  your  study. 

During  the  1996-97  year  there  will  be  significant  school  board 
activity  involving  the  hiring  of  replacements  for  the  current  SAU  16 
Superintendent  and  Exeter  AREA  High  School  Principal.
